Redacción Central 
(EFE)— Rauhi Fatuh, un des- 
conocido para el mundo, ha su- 
cedido a Yaser Arafat, murió el 
pasado 11 de noviembre en un 
hospital a las afueras de Paris, 
como presidente de la Autoridad 
Nacional Palestina (ANP).

Santiago (EFE) — Leaked 
passages of an official report on 
the torture of thousands by the 
Pinochet-era armed forces circu- 
lated here Thursday, shocking 
and even nauseating Chileans 
with the degree of sadism de- 
scribed and revealing that de- 
praved torment of suspected 
“subversives” began even before 
the 9/11/73 coup. 

On Wednesday, an eight- 
member panel headed by Roman 
Catholic Bishop Sergio Valech 
presented the report containing 
testimony of some 35.000 people 
who were tortured during the 
1973-90 dictatorship of Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet. 

The earliest testimonies pre- 
date the coup, and concern some 
100 sailors who backed the left- 
ist administration of Salvador 
Allende. They were detained the 
month before Pinoche's putsch, 
in which Allende died, for alleg- 
edly concocting a plan to take 
over some warships in the event 
of a rumored military rebellion. 

According to the report, the 
sailors were stripped and sus- 
pended from crosses outdoors for 
days on end as well as being 
beaten and subjected to electric 
shocks. Some were also placed

Some facts and figures on the past election

The final Electoral College 
vote count was 286 for Bush, and 
252 for Kerry. lowa, the last re- 
maining state to be tallied, was 
put in Bush’s column last Friday. 

Nationwide, Bush received 
47% of the women's vote, 4% 
more than he did in the 2000 


election. Bush received 11% of 


the African-American vote, 2% 
more than he did in 2000. And, 
Bush received 42% of the His- 
panic vote, 7% more than in 
2000. (Source: Fox News). 

In the Bay Area, 70% of vot- 
ers voted for Kerry, and 30% 
voted for Bush. The votes for 
Nader were negligible. (Source: 


KRON News). 

According to a NBC News 
poll, only 17% of 18-29 year olds 
voted. This was the same per- 
centage that voted in 2000. 

83% of voters in San Fran- 
cisco County went for Kerry. 


This was one of the highest per- 
centages for any county in the 
nation. Santa Clara County re- 
ported a 63% tilt to Kerry 
amongst its voters. (Source: 
KTVU News). 

The State of Arizona passed 
a proposition that requires “proof 
of citizenship when seeking 
some public benefits or when 
registering to vote.

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This September, Mount Saint 
Helens erupted. This mountain is 
an active volcano. When Mt. St. 
Helens speaks, people listen! Mt. 
St. Helens is in Washington state. 
Back in 1980, Mt. St. Helens 
exploded suddenly and violently, 
blowing its whole top off. The 
ashes from the eruption rose 11 
miles into the air. In three days, 
the ashes rained down three 
thousand miles away on the East 
Coast of the U.S. 

The current eruption is much 
smaller and gentler—at least so 
far. Hot lava from deep inside 
Earth is oozing up inside the 
volcano’s crater. Small earth- 
quakes occur around the moun- 
tain every day due to the 
movement of lava beneath the 
surface. Sometimes gas and ash 
explode through the surface to 
send small ash-steam plumes 
several thousand feet high. Even 
though the volcano is not likely 
to explode like it did in 1980, 
people who live near it want to 
keep an eye on it. 

All this activity gives 
scientists a chance to learn more 
about volcanoes. A good, safe 
place to keep an eye on this 
volcano would be up in space. 
Especially useful would be a 
telescope that could somehow 
look down and see hot spots. 
ASTER is just such an 
instrument. 

ASTER (short for Advanced 
Spaceborne Thermal Emission 
and Reflection Radiometer) flies

on an Earth-orbiting satellite 
named Terra. ASTER makes 
images using infrared light. 
Infrared light is invisible to 
humans. The hotter something is, 
the brighter it appears in infrared 
light. So ASTER can “see” where 
the magma (hot, molten rock) is 
close to the surface and may be 
ready to erupt. Also, just as we 
see different colors of visible 
light, ASTER sees different 
colors of infrared light, depending 
on the material it is looking at. 
You can see ASTER images 
of Mt. St. Helens and other 
volcanoes at asterweb.jpl.nasa.

Sacramento (EFE) —Ocho 
hospitales infantiles privados y 
cinco públicos de municipios 
informan ya de planes de mejoras 
en infraestructura, una semana 
después de aprobarse la Propo- 
sición 61, que otorga 750 millo- 
nes de dólares a 15 nosocomios. 

La proposición, a la que se 
opuso el Gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, fue aprobada 
por los electores de California la 
semana pasada y permitirá que la 
mayoría de los hospitales que son 
operados por universidades pú- 
blicas y privadas adquieran tam- 
bién recursos médicos tecnoló- 
gicos. 

Los niños de California han 
sido “los grandes beneficiarios de 
la elección”. señaló Christopher 
Dawes, Presidente Ejecutivo del 
Centro Médico Infantil Lucile 
Packard de la Universidad de 
Stanford.

En una entrevista radial, el director de la 
compañía Biocom, Joe Panetta, indicó que en 
California “ya somos los pioneros de la 
investigación en ese campo, lo que viene a 
ofrecernos la proposición 71 es una opor- 
tunidad de desarrollar más rápidamente las 
investigaciones”. 

“Lo que los industriales de la biotec- 
nología queremos es encontrar medicamentos 
que ayuden a la gente a curarse de enferme- 
dades como el mal del Parkinson, posible- 
mente el cáncer, lo que no es diferente a lo 
que quiere la gente”, señaló el ejecutivo. 

El deseo de la gente no obstante podría 
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enfrentar a California y al Gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger a una potencial disputa le- 
gal. 

La 71 autoriza al gobierno de California 
a pedir créditos por hasta 3,000 millones de 
dólares a las instituciones financieras para de- 
sarrollar las investigaciones de células tron- 
cales. 

Schwarzenegger se alejó de la posición 
del Partido Republicano al apoyar la propues- 
ta hace un par de semanas diciendo que si 
California fue el estado pionero en la indus- 
tria de la alta tecnología, también lo puede 
ser en el área de la biotecnología. 

Actualmente el Partido Republicano no 
ha respondido a la decisión de Schwarzene- 
gger ni de los votantes de California, pero el 
Centro de Sociedad Genética advirtió que 
ahora “estamos preocupados de que la 
proposición 71 sirva más a la industria que al 
público” de California. 

El sentir de los opositores a la propuesta 
es que, como ha ocurrido con la industria far- 
macéutica de California y los seguros médi- 
cos, los empresarios desarrollen investiga- 
ciones por finalidad médica pero también para 
hacer ganancias, de acuerdo con el centro. 


El gobierno federal se opone asimismo a 
la investigación de células troncales al consi- 
derar que los embriones como seres vivos que 
tendrían que morir para obtener de ellos las 
células embrionarias para hacer expe- 
rimentos. 

Por su parte los promotores de la 71 han 
asegurado que al iniciar las investigaciones 
llegará el día en que se puedan curar cerca de 
70 enfermedades crónicas, algunas mortales. 

Para mediados de diciembre próximo, el 
gobierno de California habrá formado una co- 
misión conforme lo establece la proposición, 
que integre a científicos de las Universidades 
de California (UC), Estatal (CSU), del Sur 
de California (USC) y del Instituto de Medi- 
cina Regenerativa para elegir empresas y 
mecanismos de pagos. 

La 71 no establece un plazo para que esa 
comisión elija a las empresas biotecnológicas 
que desarrollarán las investigaciones en 
común acuerdo con científicos académicos.

The Cantonese-speaking 
woman experienced vaginal 
bleeding and went to the emer- 
gency room of an Alameda 
County Hospital in California. 
Unable to explain her medical 
condition because she did not 
speak English and the staff did not 
speak Cantonese, she was sent 
home. Four days later, she was 
back at the same emergency room 
and miscarried. 

Not speaking English can be 
deadly. American hospitals serv- 
ing immigrant populations are try- 
ing to deal with this situation as 
best as they can. Some hospitals 
with lots of patients who don't 
speak English manage to hire in- 
terpreters and keep them on the 
premises. 

Some hospitals even track pa- 
tients’ language preferences so 
that they can assess daily needs 
and provide adequate interpreter 
services. 

One Alameda County hospi- 
tal has interpreters on site for 
Cantonese, Mandarin, Spanish, 
and American Sign Language. 

If a patient speaks a different 
language, the hospital contracts 
other interpreters or uses a tele- 
phone service. One such service 
is “Language Line,” a telephone 
system employing interpreters 
fluent in 150 languages. 

Having an interpreter in the 
hospital is, of course, much more 
effective than using a three-way 
telephone communication. That’s 
why many other hospitals which 
cannot afford to have on site in- 
terpreters continue to rely on their 
employees to eliminate thg lan- 
guage barrier. Some hospitals 
identify bilingual employees and 
provide training in language ser- 


vices, offering extra stipends for 
bilingual skills. Unfortunately, 
these employees are often not 
trained in the medical terminol- 
ogy and the ethics of translating. 

In many cases, patients who 
do not speak English do what im- 
migrants have always done in 
dealing with language problems: 
they bring their own interpreters. 
Typically, a family member or a 
friend may accompany the patient 
and translate. 

At times, bilingual children 
are used to translate for their par- 
ents or relatives. 

These “unprofessional” solu- 
tions are often full of pitfalls, par- 
ticularly when children are used 
to interpret for adults. Many times 
kids may know the two languages 
but may not be familiar with the 
medical terminology. Some medi- 
cal terms are so technical and 
some procedures are so complex 
that even if you speak English 
very well you may have a hard 
time understanding. 

Using kids to interpret is par- 
ticularly troublesome when a 
male kid has to interpret for a fe- 
male relative and the situation in- 
volves female concerns. 

If a female child is used to in- 
terpret for an adult male, similar 
gender conflicts may emerge. 

To make accurate medical di- 
agnoses and provide adequate 
care, medical professionals need 
to be able to communicate clearly 
with patients. It’s also vital that 
patients understand what they are 
supposed to do once they leave a 
hospital. 

When language problems are 
present, the task inevitably be- 
comes more complex and there is 
always fear of malpractice law- 
suits. Such fears may push medi-

cal professionals to withhold care 
without effective linguistic re- 
sources. 

It’s easy to say that medical 
care should only be provided in 
English. That’s what several En- 
glish only groups in the U.S. ad- 
vocate. Speak English or bleed to 
death, seems to be their message. 
A cursory look at the letters of lo- 
cal and major American newspa- 
pers reveals intolerance with pro- 
viding services in languages other 
than English. 

And then there are groups 
which demand interpreting ser- 
vices in medical care. One such 
group is Mujeres Unidas y 
Activas in California which advo- 
cates appropriate medical inter- 
pretation for patients. 

Hospitals and medical pro- 
fessionals deal with the situation 
as best as they can. They realize 
that to reach patients and provide 
adequate care, communication is 
essential. Providing interpreting 
services in one form or another is 
part of the care. 

More communication among 
hospitals and medical care provid- 
ers needs to occur to strike a bal- 
ance between demanding that pa- 
tients speak English or obtain no 
care and providing interpreters for 
all the dozens or more languages 
which patients may speak. 

The fact that the medical pro- 
fession is aware of the situation 
is certainly a good omen and 
points to high quality medical care 
regardless of whether someone 
can pass an English fluency test.

El Paso, Texas (EFE) — 
Rising unemployment in cities 
just south of the border with the 
United States is pushing many 
Mexican nurses, teachers and 
other professionals northward in 
search of menial work, including 
jobs as maids to Texan families. 

The women come into the 
United States as tourists with so- 
called “Laser visas” and move in 
the shadows so as not to be de- 
tected by immigration authorities. 

Women in Mexico's border 
towns cross into the United States 
every morning and return to their 
homes at night after spending the 
day cleaning other people's 
homes. 

They are aware that the prac- 
tice is a clear violation of U.S. im- 
migration laws, and even though 
everyone knows of their illegal 
activity, generations of Mexicans 
have managed to find ways 
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around the regulations without 
getting caught. 

For women like Belem 
Guerrero, the routine begins early 
in the morning. At 6 a.m., she 
leaves her neighborhood on the 
outskirts of Ciudad Juarez, from 
where she will take three differ- 
ent buses before heading through 
the central border crossing of Paso 
del Norte. 

Belem joins the immigration 
line carrying empty shopping 
bags. Like dozens of others, if in- 
spectors ask her the purpose of her 
visit, she tells them she is going 
to shop for tennis shoes, pants and 
other items. 

The women do not speak in 
the line, though most of them 
know or at least recognize each 
other. 

Sometimes five of them will 
share a private car that leaves 
them off in the same neighbor- 
hood sor they travel on the same

city bus. 

All of them take their empty 
bags with them back across the 
border to Ciudad Juarez at the end 
of the day. 

Isabel, a housewife and resi- 
dent of eastern El Paso, picks 
Belem up without questions. Both 
she and her friends and neighbors 
employ undocumented Mexican 
women to work in the United 
States. 

“These women are willing to 
work and they are more eager than 
those who have work permits,” 
said Isabel, who pays Belem $35 
a day. 

A resident worker charges an 
average of $50 a day. 

Belem, who is about to turn 
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60, would be unemployed if she 
hadn’t specialized in the art of 
house cleaning, a job she has done 
for the last 40 years. 

Her 18-year-old daughter has 
already learned from Belem. The 
youth worked a year and a half in 
an assembly plant in order to pay 
for her tourist visa to the United 
States. 

Visa in hand, Belem’s daugh- 
ter, who is trained as a computer 
technician, left the assembly plant 
to clean houses in El Paso. 

Unemployment 

The number of Mexican 
women employed as domestic 
workers in the United States is 
growing as the number of assem- 
bly plant jobs on the Mexican side 
of the border decrease with the 
closing of factories. 

The only available statistics 
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“Over-educated” Mexican women going north for work, even as maids 


on this phenomenon is provided 
by the National Institute of Sta- 
tistics, Geography and Informa- 
tion (INEGI), which estimates 
that each day, at least 3,100 
women cross the border from 
Ciudad Juarez to El Paso as tour- 
ists but actually work as domes- 
tics. 

The number may be much 
higher, as many of the women stay 
in El Paso during the week.
